, Washington, April 8.—In view of the 
railroad strike in Chicago. 
President 


Wilson's advisers urged upon him today 
to send to the senate the nomination of 
the nine members of the railroad labor 


The president has been having diffi- 


culty finding three men to give up their 
business and represent the public on 
the board. 


Chicago, April ».—The strike of "in- 
surgent" members'of the railroad broth- 
erhoods which began a week ago in 
Chicago today has spread to other parts 
of the United States, and there Avere in- 
dications that the aeries of rebellions 
against organization directing had not 
reached its crest. 
East and west bound freight move- 


ment across the continent, already re- 
stricted by the Chicago strike, was ham- 
pered further by switchmen striking at 
such strategic gateways its Buffalo, and1 
Kansas City, and at such industrial cen- 
ters as Jollet and Decatur, III., and 
Gary, Ind. 
Strikes were threatened today at Mil- 
waukee. St. Louis and East St. Louis, 
gateways to the northwest 
and 
the 
southwest. Strikers 
predicted, 
also, 
that 25,000 men in northern New York, 
would join them, cutting off 
freight 


traffic from Buffalo to New York and 
Boston. 
The Yardmen's association insurgent 
organisation, which called the strikes, 
was forming branches in numerous ter- 
minal centers, reports indicated. 


H. E. Reading, general organizer of 
the Yardmen's association, announced 
that the Railway Clerks and Freight 
Handlers' Brotherhood would take strike 
votes Saturday 
At Cincinnati 1,200 freight handlers 
demanded an answer by Saturday night 
to their demands for an increase in pay 
frpm 42 to 47 cents an hour. 


Railcpad brotrerhood 
officers 
who 
(tame to Chicago to assist railroad man- 
agers to break the strike, declared re- 
ports for today would reveal traffic in 
Chicago yards to be at least 60 per cent 
normal. 
The strikers, however, claimed that 
by tonight no switch engine would be 
operating in the Chicago district. Offi- 
cers of the 
Yardmen's 
association 
claimed^ approximately 7,500 new mem- 
bers had been enrolled and ten new lo- 
cals formed in the Chicago district. 
They held to their estimate of 16,500 
switchmen out in the Chicago district 
in addition to engineers, firemen and 
engine hostlers. 
The insurgent enginemen's associa- 


tion enrolled 10,000 engineers, firemen 
and hostlers of Chicago, according to 
its officers. Mr. Reading, who also or- 
ganized the United Enginemen's asso- 
ciation, denied however, that enginemen 
Were, on strike. 
"They are not working because with 
the switchmen idle there is no work 
for enginemen," he said. "Our men re 
fused to join the switchmen. We simp 
ry joined this organization because we 
were tired of the old one dominated by 
it« officers."

Says Its Work Deserves 


Commendation of Amer- 


ican People. 


Washington, 
April 8.—The vessels 


on the active list of the navy were nev- 
er better prepared for war than when 
he United States joined the allies and 
the navy department "had full 
and 


complete" plans to combat a German 
offensive 
against the 
coasts of the 


United States, Admiral H. B. Wilson to 
day told the Senate committee investi- 
gating the naval department's conduct 
of the world war. 


Replying to criticisms in the letter 


from Rear Admiral Sims "to Secretary 
Daniels that caused the investigation, 
Admiral Wilson asserted that "from the 
moment war was declared the entire 
navy—the department as well as the 
fleet—entered into the preparation of 
the war with the greatest energy and 
its accomplishments deserve the com- 
mendation of the nation." 


Admiral Wilson, now commander in 


chief of the Atlantic fleet, commanded 
the patrol force that first protected wa 
tens adjacent 
to the 
United 
States 
and later based at Urest, France, co- 
operated in protecting allied convoys 
in war zone and hunting U boats. 


Within four days after this country 
entered the war representatives of the 
allied admiralties were in conference 
with Secretary Daniels and naval offi 
cers in Washington outlining the means 
by which the most effective assistance 
could be rendered by this country, the 
witness declared. So far as he knew, 
Admiral Wilson said, every suggestion 
or proposition put forward bv the al- 
lied officials was promptly agreed to and 
efficiently carried out. The fact that 
the greater part of the American arm> 
was transported over 3,000 miles of

SCULPTOR'S USE OF CEMENT 


Gigantic Figure of Neptuna Is Work

pictures to illustrate their effect on 
the nation.

ligions and made public by the Chris- 
tian Herald. The increase for 1919 was 
only 56.000, as compared with the aver- 
age increase for the 10 years previous 
of 771,947. The slump started, he said, 
in 1918. which showed an increase of 
only 15." 000 members.

the Hnndflfiblad. who recently re- 
ttimed from a trip In soviet Russia, 
gives the following account of his In- 
vestigations of the activities of the 
Phlnese employed there by' the bol- 
shevlkl n» executioners. 


"Such horrible stories were hoiir,' 


told In Europe about those Chinese 
tJint I thought It worth my while to 
lonrn more about them. As a joke. I 
asked everyone who asked 'my opinion 
of the bolshevlkl to show me some 
'real man-killing Chinese.' but I always 
was told they couldn't produce any 
just now because they bad all gone to 
the Deniklne front. 


"I was told the Chinese, if com- 


manded by their own officers were ex- 
cellent sold'ers, but they ran like hnres 
if their officers were killed. 
Execu- 


tions are now very rare in Moscow, j 
but. 
in August, when thousands of 


counter-revolutionaries were slausjh- 
tered, it was carried out by the Chi- 
nese because the authorities feared 
the Russian soldiers would refuse to 
do the work. 


"The Chinese do this work indiffer- 


ently—-like they do all other work they 
are ordeced to perform. 
They are 


blind, conscienceless tools in the hands 
of the men who feed them, and pay 
them and who raised them from the 
position of coolies la which they came 
to Russia to the rank of soldier, of 
the guards. 


"If the 'holtsjak' (his name for bol- 


shevik) orders something, the Chinese 
does it, and he does it in his typically 
practical wa.y. He first make? the vic- 
tim dig his own grave and then shoots 
him with his revolver. He is not cruel 
about it. just practical. 


"When boltsjak says kill, then he 


kills with an unperturbed face. And 
when holtsjak says, 'TTon. may stop 
now.* with the same cool face he lets 
his victim, go." 


The correspondent after some weeks, 


in Russia left when he was refused 
permission to make 
Investigations 


freely as he pleased.
